Notice of Initiation of a Safeguard Investiji-iiMir 

(Under Pule 6 *•' rue Customs Tariff (Identification and Assessment 
of Safeguard Duty) Rules, 1997] 

Subject Initiation of Safeguard Investigation concerning imports of Gamma Ferric Oxide/Magnetic Iron 
Oxide (GFO/MIO) into India. 

G.S.R. 602(E).—An application has been filed before me under rule 5 of the Customs Tariff 
(Identification and Assessment of Safeguard Dufy) Rules, 1997 by Herdillia Oxides & Electromes Ltd. (HOEL) 
Mumbai for imposition of Safeguard Duty on imports of GFO/MIO into India to protect the domestic producers of 
GFO/MIO against serious injury caused by the increased imports of GFO/MIO into India. 

2. Domestic Industry : The application has been filed by HOEL on behalf of the 
domestic, producers of GFO/MIO for imposition of Safeguard Duty on imports of 
GFO/MIO. HOEL is the only producer of GFO/MIO accounting for the total domestic 
production. 

3. Product Involved : The Applicants have alleged serious injury caused to the 
domestic producers by the increased imports of GFO/MIO into India. GFO/MIO is 
classified under sub^heading no. 2821.10 of the First Schedule to the Customs Tariff Act, 
1975, and under 28211000 of the Indian Trade Classification (TTC). The Applicants 
produce GFO/MIO by the ‘Goethite Route’ akin to international standards of 
manufecturing. GFO/MIO produced in various grades, particle sizes and shares, are the 
only magnetic media which is an active component responsible for reproduction of 
audio/video/information medium in a magnetic tape. 

4. Increased Imports : GFO/MIO is imported into India mainly fi-om Japan, South 
Korea and United States of America. The imports have shown an increasing trend in 
absolute terms as well as compared to domestic production. The imports and domestic 
production of GFO/MIO during 1995-96 to 1999-2000 have been as under :

5. Injury ; The increased imports of GFO/MIO have caused/threatened to cause serious 
injury to the domestic producers of GFO/MIO as indicated by the following factors : 


(a) Production - The domestic production which increased fi'om 743 MT in 1995-96 to 
961 MT in 1997-98 has declined to 424 MT in 1999-2000. 
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(b) Capacity utilisation - The capacity utilisation of domestic producers which was 49% 
in 1997-98 has declined to 21% in 1999-2000. 

(c) Share of domestic produces in domestic consumption - The market share of domestic 
producers of GFO/MIO in the total domestic consumption of GFO/MIO which was about 
70% in 1997-98 has declined to 45% in 1999-2000 as indicated from the table below. The 
domestic producers have been able to retain this reduced market share only at the cost of 
reduction oru^lT price. The net sales realisation per kg of GFO/MIO has dropped 
from Rs. 120.16 in 1995-96 to ks. o7.42 in l??9-2000 i.e. a drop by 27% approximately.

6. The domestic producers have requested for imposition of Safeguard Duty on 
imports of GFO/MIO. They have also requested for an immediate imposition of 
provisional Safeguard Duty. 

7. The application has been examined and it appears that prima facie increased 
imports of GFO/MIO have caused / threatened to cause serious injury to the domestic 
producers of GFO/MIO and accordingly it has been decided to initiate an investigation 
through this notice.
